RED 
CEDAR 
FOR 
BULDINGS 


Some of Thit Excellent Material Is Es- 
timated to Be Nearly Four Thou- 
sand Years Old. 


It 
will surprise many to Know 
that 
they have in their homes material es- 
timated 
to be 
1.000 years old. 
If the 
shingles or interior nnish is red cedar 
or if you have a red cedar chest it is 
possible that the wood antedates the 
history 
of this country 
by 
thousands 
of years, says the Cleveland Leader. 
A Cleveland 
man is credited 
with 
bringing the first red cedar into 
this 
section. 
W. A. Geist. on a western trip 
several years ago. was attracted by the 
red 
cedar 
forests at 
Port 
Angelus. 
Wash 
He established a mill there 
and began shipping the cedar to the 
eastern market. 
Formerly 
the south- 
ern cedar was used in great quantities, 
but it is the claim of 
Mr. Geist that 
the product 
from the Pacific coast is 
growing 
In favor and the demand for 
it is increasing. 
It is a most durable 
wood and its 
use in a home guarantees that moths 
and other troublesome 
insects will not 
enter. It is used for wainscoting, 
man- 
tels, cupboards, cabinets and especially 
for chests in which to store furs and 
clothing. 
Mr. Geist exhibits a quantity 
of red cedar cut from a tree he esti- 
mates to be at least 3700 years of age. 
Three large cedars were found growing 
from a fallen log which was five and 


one-hal- f 
feet in diameter. 
The largest 
of the three tree-- growing from the 
fallen tree was ten and 
one-hal-f 
feet in 
diameter. 
By counting 
the rings 
in 
both trees indicates that' the fallen 
tree, still 
sound, is nearing its four 
thousandth birthday. 
. 
Mr. Geist is an expert 
upon 
red 
cedar and goes in for the history 
of 
the wonderful trees of Washington and 
other coast states 
as 
a 
biographer 
would the data upon the life of soma 
famous man. 
He surrounds a bolt of 
shingle cedar with an interesting story, 
which goes back to the misty ages and 
something like reverence grows within

cup, barred

silver and resting 
on a silver base. 
The cup itself 
Is 
made of a polish 
ed human 
skull. 
BLACK BEAR r 
Too Bkull of Blackbeard, the 
pirate. 
Nor was Blackbeard' s head less fan- 
tastic in life than it Is in death. 
He 
wore an immense 
beard, jet 
black, 
braided and tied Into a dozen fantastic 
strands. 
And each etrand was fasten 
ed with a gaudy ribbon. 
To add to his 
ferociously 
ludicrous 
appearance 
he 
had all his teeth blackened and filed 
to a sharp point 
But though in dress 
and shape he looked like a comic op- 
era brigand, there the comic opera 
el- 
ement ended. 
He was a shrewd busi- 
ness man 
a priate "for revenbe only." 
Blackbeard's real name was Edward 
Teach (or "Thatch"). 
He was born in 
England in the last part of the seven- 
teenth century, and is said 
to 
have 
shipped as a youth aboard a privateer 
vessel bound for the West Indies dur- 
ing the war of the "Spanish 
Succes- 
sion." 
Privateering in those days was 
not very different from piracy. 
It was 
almost as profitable and it had the ad- 
vantage of being strictly legal. 
The blackguard with the fewest scru- 
ples, least conscience 
and 
greatest 
Btore of brutal courage, craftiness and 
ferocity was certain of quick 
promo- 
tion among the sea rangers 
unless he 
was first killed. 
And Blackteard had 
all these qualities. 
He had also 
a 
daredevil manner, which (coupled with 
his odd dress and odder face) led many 
people to believe him insane. 
But he 
seems never to have been too roaring 
crazy to keep an eye on every "busi- 
ness" chance that came his way. 
In 1713 peace was declared and tba 
privateers found themselves 
out 
of 
work! 
- 'This did not trouble 
Black- 
beard.- From privateering to piracy waa 
the shortest kind of step. 
He turned 
pirate. 
Fora year or so nothing waa 
heard, from him by the outside world. 
But in 1716 he all at once became 
fa- 
mous 
or infamous. 
In his 
armed 
sloop Queen Anee's Revenge 
(at the 
head of a murderous crew that feared 
E&t&lng but himself) he began 
ravag- 
ing the Spalnsh Main. 
.Then;:, leaving that 
happy 
hunting 
ground fo the freebooter folk, Black- 
beard headed northward and scoured 
the Virginia and Carolina coasts, fight- 
ing, capturing, 
pillaging, burning. For 
two years he kept this up, eluding cap- 
ture and making his name a terror to 
planters and sailors alike. 
Then, in June, 
1718, 
Queen Anne's 
Revenge was wrecked 
off the 
North 
Caroliua coast. 
Blackbeard, instead of 
fighting on land or waiting to be cap- 
tured, surrendered 
himself and 
30 of 
his best men to Gov. Charles Eden of 
North Carolina. 
The pirate, 
in spite 
of his eccentricities, 
was 
a 
shrewd 
judge of human nature. 
He had good 
reason to know what manner of man 
Eden was. 
He went to the governor, 
secured from him a royal pardon and 
calmly proposed a business 
partner- 
ship. 
It was arranged 
between 
them 
that Blackbeard 
was to go back to his 
pleasant piratical labors and that Eden 
(in return lor a fair 
0f the 
plunder) should protect him Irom legal 
interfe: race, 
This 
w a 
a sale a:.d 
pro 15 table 
ar- 
rangement for both. For a few months 
it prospered 
finely. 
IP.it such 
a state 
of at'f'aiis 
arou.-.e- d 
sharp comment Irom 
the planters on 
whose rich 
estates 
Llackbeard 
was 
cow levying a heavy 
toll. 
One local legislator, Edward 
Moa-le- 
y, 
complained 
publicly 
that 
while 
Eden could easily raise an armed force 
to arrest 
honest men, he did not 
seem, 
able to do anything 
toward capturing 
Blackbeard. 
Eden punished this plain 
speees 
by fining Mosley 
$500 and by 
prohibiting him from holding office for 
three years.. 
But the people's discontent could Dot 
be so easily silenced. 
The colonists, 
unable to stir their own governor into 
action, appealed to Gov. 
Spotswood 
of 
Virginia. 
Spotswood was a very 
dif- 
ferent sort from the 
profit-lovin- g 
Eden, 
He promptly fitted up two ships and, 
with Lieut. Robert Maynard 
In 
con 
mand, send them against the pirates. 
The Virginian force found Blackbeard 
in Pamlico bay on November 
18, 1718. 
.V fierce 
battle 
ensu.xl. 
Blackbeard 
knew what, defeat would mean to him, 
so ho ordered one of his men to st.iuj' 
by the powder magazine 
with a light- 
ed match an 
1 to blow up friendd and 
enemies 
alike at a signal from him. 
Hut the signal was not given. 
For :':i 
the thick of the turmoil 
Black beajd.' 
and Maynard met on deck in a 
hand-to-han- 
d 
fight. 
It was a duel whose fam 
lived long 
in 
Virginia 
this 
deadlv 
sword clash between a dapper vontij 
officer and a giant pirate. 
At 
l" 
r;g-- i 
skill 
in 
swordsmanship 
prevailed 
against mere savage strength, 
and 
a 
blow of Maynard's 
cutlass 
stretched 
Elackbeard dead on his own deck. The 
career of America's 
most picturesque 
sea rover waa at aa end. 
The surviv- 
ors of the crew surrendered. 
Thirteen 
of thera were hanged. And coast 
dwell-er- a 
and marines alike breathed easier.
